completed 6200 feet of pipeline.
Wanzek Construction from Fargo has just started on the pipeline reach
nearest to the pumping station.

Governor Sinner reviewed the
current status of the Resources Trust Fund, which is the major source of
pipeline financing.

CONTINUED DISCUSSION OF Governor-Chairman Sinner opened
CORPS OF ENGINEERS PLANS discussion regarding dam safety
FOR FLOOD CONTROL AND DAM measures for Baldhill Dam and pro-
SAFETY MEASURES SCHEDULED posed flood control measures for
FOR BALDHILL DAM Valley City by including a five-
(SWC Project No. 1344) foot 1increase in the maximum re-

servoir pool level with the dam
safety construction. A presentation was made by representatives of the
Corps of Engineers regarding proposals, alternatives, flood protection,
benefits and costs. Representing the Corps of Engineers were Robert
Post, Robert Penniman and Mark Ziemer.

Also discussed was h proposal by
the Upper Sheyenne River Joint Water Resource District to construct a flood
storage works on Baldhill Creek, tributary to the main reservpir.
